Some color is also given 
to this supposition because of the 
fact that the Providence Journal, 
which Was instrumental in unearth- 
ing the German atrocities in the 
States, notified the department of 
justice some time ogo that it was ~ 
part of the German plan to wreck the 
Canadian parliament’ buildings, 
Rideau Hall, the home of the ‘gover 
dor-general, the Welland canal and ‘ 
all Canadian munition plants, 

The Canadian parliament buildings, 
were guiong the finest on this contin- 
ent and were located on what is 
known as Parliament Hill, which over- 
iooks the Ottawa river and Redeau 
“anal; one of the niost ideal spots for ~ 
such a purpose in the world.
